tion, now is the time to secure 
enabling laws that will allow 
Jefferson County and Louisville 
to establish a "farm" where pri- 
soners, many of whom are minor 
offenders, may be employed in 
useful work, learn respectable 
trades, and in some measure, at 
least, become what is termed re- 
habilitated. 

The present jail and workhouse 
are pitiful representations of an 
ancient idea that a penal system 
was merely a plant where society 
revenged itself on the man or 
woman who violated the codes. 

The November Grand Jury in 
a lengthy report went into the 
matter of a prison farm in detail. 
In its summation the report read: 

1. The Jail and Workhouse 
should be consolidated and placed 
under one head. 

2. The head of the new institu- 
tion (and his staff) should be a 
career man, non-partisan, ap- 
pointed and not elected, removed 
from the fee system, and working 
with the welfare department.

The urgency of a "farm" rather 
than a "jail" is evident in the 
increase of criminal offenders in 
their teens or just of age. Many 
of these are victims of "mental 
quirks" needing the care of a 
pschyatrist and capable of cure. 
One present system of throwing 
these youths into a dismal cell in 
gloomy jail to loaf in the com- 
pany of professional criminals has 
:en long condemned. 
Carelessness, lack of interest, 
failure to press the matter, none 
of these should be allowed to 
forestall the enactment of laws at 
Frankfort that will wipe out the 
''Ignorant methods of a hundred 
years ago," that are practiced in 
Jefferson County. A modern 
"farm" should be demanded by

For instance, the constitution 
makers of 1890 forbade the Gen- 
eral Assembly to borrow money 
to meet casual deficits, unforseen 
revenue, singly or in the 
aggregate, for more than $500,- 1 
10. 

Another glaring flaw in the 
present constitution is the restric- 
tions on school funds, which re- 
straint helps to explain the fact 
that we are forty-seventh among 
the forty-eight states in elemen- 
tary education. 

Limiting salaries of officials to 
$5,000 a year may not have looked 
so bad in 1890, because $5,000 in 
that era would buy as much as 
$15,000 will purchase now. At 
that time a $5,000 income for a 
Judge of the Court of Appeals 
looked large to the delegates to 
the Constitution Convention, most 
of whom were lawyers making 
much less. A dollar a day paid for 
foodstuff's in a judge's kitchen. 
$40 a year fed his buggy horse. 
Three dollars a week was a ser- 
vant's pay, and a first-rate house 
in Frankfort could be rented for 
$20 a month. No, the drafters of 
the 1890 constitution couldn't see 
far into the future. They couldn't 
even imagine the cost of living 
trebling in subsequent years. Now 
a middle-aged lawyer worthy of a 
seat on the Appeals Bench is a 
poor collector if his fees do not 
amount to $20,000 a year. If he 
is elected to the Appeals Bench 
he must take a salary on which he 
and his family can barely subsist 
if they keep up appearances de- 
manded of them by their friends 
and by the public. If the judge 
didn't salt down a good deal of 
money before he got on the bench, 
he and his wife will have to go on 
relief when the judge leaves pub- 
lic office. Maybe they would come 
under the oli-age pension law 
and get $8.50 a month during their 
declining years. 

Always we have needed the 
services of the best men and wo- 
men available for public office, 
and the main reward offered them 
is political distinction— high hon- 
ors, if you prefer to put it that 
way. Now we realize that we have 
paid dearly for our stinginess, 
which thus far has been perpe- 
tuated in moss-back demagogy. 

Not least among the many flaws 
in the old constitution is the limit- 
ing of the Governor to one term 
of four years. Again, restraint 
was uppermost in the minds of 
the makers of our old constitu- 
tion. They overlooked the fact 
that the people's will is supposed 
to be supreme and the voters can 
throw out a Governor or any 
other elective official if they 
don't want to keep him in office. 
Incidentally, few truly famous 
governors of other states have 
been one-termers. 

There are many flaws in our old 
constitution that can't be men- 
tioned in this short newspaper 
piece. The makers of our next 
constitution will have a chance to 
correct them— correct the small 
ones along with their major evils. 
The next Constitutional Conven- 
tion will base it's work on the 
changes in half a century. Will 
nstrument they draft be ob- 
solete fifty years from now? Of 
course, it will. But the new 
stitution the state needs 
should serve it's purpose well for 
perhaps twenty years, in which 
period Kentucky will have a 
chance to regain the place in the 
n it held half a century ago. 
In his report on the State Con- 
stitution prepared for the "Com- 
tee for Kentucky", Eli Brown, 
quotes from a speech by Judge 
Cooley, a famous jurist of his 
time: "Don't in your constitution 
iking, legislate too much. In 
your constitution you are tying 
the hands of the people. Don't do 
that to any extent as to prevent 
Legislature hereafter from 
meeting all the evils that may be 
within the reach of proper legis- 
lation. Leave something to them. 
You have got to trust somebody

What ■ child becomes unde 
nurture of the home will determine 
his interest In the church, his atti- 
tude toward school, and eventually 
his value as a citizen of the nation. 
How tragic then that we are giving 
so little attention to our American 
homes I 

The religious life of the home Is 
the most important element of its 
activity, for it is the determining 
factor in the life of the child. It is w 
the home that the child's whole ex- 
istence centers and from which he 
receives the repeated impressions, 
day by day, which determine char- 
acter and destiny. It is in the home 
that the parent has the opportunity 
to demonstrate the reality of the 
faith professed In the church, and 
to show the child that Christianity 
really counts in the ordinary experi- 
ences of life. 

Three things appear in our 1 
as characterizing the religion of the 

L Worship (vv. 4, 5). 

Twice a day the orthodox Jew re- 
peats the words of these verses: 
namely, at the time of prayer, morn- 
ing and night. They remind him ' 
his personal relationship to God, and 
they recall one of God's primary 
reasons for calling Israel to be his 
people. They were to be a national 
witness to the one true God In t 
midst of the almost universal wi 
ship of many gods. They were 
stand for monotheism In the midst 
of polytheism. 

So Important is the complete de- 
votion of man— and that brin. ' 
the whole family— to God that when 
Jesus was asked what was the 
greatest of all commandments (see 
Mark 12:28-31), he named this pas- 
sage together with Leviticus 19:18. 

Nothing should take precedence 
over Uie true worship of God in our 
hearts, and in the hearts of all 
we hold dear in our households. The 
Eternal One, the Source of Life, 
the All-Powerful One, he is "our 
God" (v. 4) and he looks to us for 
complete and constant devotion to 
him. Let us give it. 

D. Instruction (w. 6-9). 

It was not enough that these v 
should be repeated in some regular 
or formal worship, but they we 
be taught to the children in the home 
with all faithfulness and diligence— 
and by the parents. 

We are far too eager to delegate 
the teaching of our children to oth- 
ers. In religious matters it Is the 
church and the Sunday school which 
are responsible. Many parents do 
not even take their boys and girls 
the house of God. They just send 
them. Mark it well, such parents 
are delinquent in their duties to God 
and to their families. 

But our vital point Is this— It la 
the business of the home to teach 
religion, to do it regularly, and to 
make It a normal and natural part 
of daily life. 

This is a matter of great signifi- 
cance. The faith which we profess 
In the church must be effectively 
brought into the home. It is hot 
enough to carry a Bible on Sunday. 
It should be in use In the home 
throughout the week; not only lo 
family worship, but in the Incidentals 
of daily life. 

The family altar has gradually 
disappeared, and it is regrettable 
that It has, for the testimony of gen- 
erations Indicates that in family 
worship some of the most useful men 
and women of all ages have received 
the direction of life which made 
them great for God. 

III. Remembrance (vv. 10-12), 

Israel had a history fuU of the 
magnificent mercies of God. In the 
day when, by his help and ble 
they were to be established in their 
land, they were to recall his bless- 
ings and recognize hla goodness. 

There are few. If any, more pow- 
erful incentives to faith and coura- 
geous living than the remembrance 
of past blessings. To recall how God 
made It possible for ordinary men 
and women to, by faith, subdue king- 
doms, quench the flres of persecu- 
tion, turn back the armies of aliens, 
to become strong In the midst ol 
weakness (read Heb. 11) is to rnaks 
one ready for the battles of life. 

Every family has Its dark and 
trying days, its experiences which 
rock one back on his heels In aston- 
ishment and fear— and In the Chris- 
tian family God has always been 
the answer-th«" solutlan to every

Whenever I hear someone cast- 
igating the Jews in too general 
terms I think of Matilda— warm- 
hearted, intelligent Christian- 
Jewess who was one of my sis- 
particular friends when we 
i children in St. Louis. This 
girl stood out among the children 
of Benton School as an example 
of true culture and enlightment 
Recalling her fine character, and 
that of dozens of splendid Jewish 
people whom I have known sub- 
sequently, I cannot but assert 
that that Jews, like every other 
group, include both good and bad. 
I think, if more gentiles had 
known some of the better type 
of Jewish people, as I have, there 
would not be the ugly undertone 
of anti-Semitism heard all too 
often nowadays. 

England, it is often said, 
our bulwark against the Nazi 
hordes when we were unprepar- 
ed. To some extent that is true 
but in another sense the British 
were responsible for permitting 
Hitler's arsenal to develop to 
such dangerous dimensions. What 
if we had allowed a maniac like 
the Fuhrer, arising say, in Can- 
ada to amass such a crushing 
•machine? Would we not be 
responsible to mankind for a high 
crime of negligence? 

Vandenburg, Stassen, Taft and 
even Dewey might well be for- 
gotten by the Republican Party 
when it nominates its next na- 
tional slate. Instead they should 
turn to Senator Wayland Brooks 
of Illinois— an intellectual giant 
of true Presidential timber cali- 
bre. Vandenburg is too stodgy, 
Stassen too uncolorful, Taft too 
conservative and Dewey has the 
disadvantage of being a once- 
loser— if to such a rare vote- 
getter as F.D.R. Brooks who lick- 
ed the Kelly-Nash machine, in 
spite of a non-interventionist 
record, for re-election to the 
Senate in 1944, is the rising star 
of the G.O.P. 

St. Valentine's Day reminds us 
that cupid, who laughs at lock- 
smiths, also sends his darts in 
all directions irrespective of ages. 
While we think of the ideal ro- 
le as one involving a girl in 
her late teens or early twenties 
and a swain some two or three 
years older, some of the most 
celebrated romances were not on 
that order. Shakespeare was a 
stripling of eighteen when he 
married Ann Hathaway who was 
twenty-six. Robert Browning 
was thirty-four and Elizabeth 
Barrett (awful to relate) was all 
of thirty-seven! John Knox, the 
great Scotch reformer of whom 
Mary Stuart the Queen said she 
feared the prayers more than all 
the armies of England, took as 
his bride at fifty-nine a girl of 
sixteen.

One half that amount, the For- 
est Service says, ordinarily goes 
into building construction. The 
other half is for all sorts of manu- 
factured articles, boxes, furniture, 
matches, millwork, toys, and 
many other uses. 

A second, and highly important, 
use of wood lies in its contribu- 
tion to intellectual life, providing 
cheap material for printing books, 
magazines and newspapers.

ONE who examines hi 
thought may be surprised 
to note the amount of I 
lal mileage devoted to saving and 
spending as related to meeting the 
human need.
